It is interesting to 
note that

ed, compared to 138 colored. This 
does not include the 50 incomplete 
M exican records. 
Ninety per cent 
of these cases occurred at home. 
More fem ales than males are re­ 
corded, in both white and colored 
lists; in the form er about three 
times as many girls as boys being 
listed, 
while among the colored 
population about twice as many 
females as males were born.

pair of twins are registered this 
year, two pair white, and two col­ 
ored.

Dr. Hurff has a manufacturing 
plant with a capacity output of 
$100 per day and is finding sales 
for every pint he can 
produce. 
He and Mrs. Hurff spent Sunday 
and Monday in Bryan with friends, 
while here they collected several 
hundred gallons of grape juice and 
bushels of wild plums that employ­ 
ees had gathered in this county. 
Practically the entire amount of 
grapes and wild plums used by 
him comes from this county. 
Dr. Hurff is at this time contem­ 
plating moving his plant of home­ 
made jellies to New York City. He 
thinks it will be advantageous as 
he gets from New York now prac­ 
tically everything that goes into 
the making and marketing of tho 
jellies, glasses, lids, labels, etc., all 
come from New York.

Farm er a Nice Profit 


That poultry can be made to 
pay in Milam county has been suc­ 
cessfully demonstrated by A. F. 
M cG regor, a renter, 
who 
lives 
near Liberty. 
Mr. McGregor had 
eighty-five Taricred White Leg­ 
horn pullets that be raised from 
baby chicks from which he receiv­ 
ed this year 15,812 eggs, an aver­ 
age of 180 eggs per hen. 
He paid 
$87.15 for feed, and sold $263.55 
worth of eggs, $21.05 chriekens 
and used $18.85 worth, a total in­ 
come of 303.45 or $206.39 profit. 
He also raised sixty-eight more 
pullets for aid to his flock next 
year. 
Mr. 
McGregor’s 
average 
profit per hen was $2.42 1-2, val­ 
uing the hens at $2.00 each, which 
is a eomparatatively low valuation. 
These fowls brought in an income 
of almost 15 per cent on the in­ 
vestment.
